has run its course, students remain 
naive and uninformed. 

Just as the prevention of AIDS 
can only come about through public 
education, so too the risk of personal 
attack can be only lessened by mak- 
ing the public aware. In today's open 
society, there should be no excuse 
lor any student to be vulnerable to an 
attack. 

The following suggestions arc 
given to help decrease the risk of 
personal attack: 

* Do not prop open dormitory 
exit doors for friends to enter. The 
person using that door may be some-

Here Comes The Knight Again 



The summer of 1989 marked the 
third and final chapter in the saga of 
"Indiana Jones", we were allowed to 
explore close encounters of the 
"wet" kind in the "Abyss", but the 
blockbuster of blockbusters this 
summer was the return of a 50 year 
old hero. . .Batman. 

With the return of the caped -cru- 
sader to the screen, the country was 
struck with a wave of "Batmania". 
Shirts, posters, tennis shoes, and 
even a hot soundtrack by Prince 
showed just how popular this hero of 
50 years really is. With this resur- 
gence of interest, the Batman's origi- 
nal source of media, the comic book, 
has gained popularity as well with 
the 2nd printing of The Dark Knight 
Returns by Frank Miller. Originally 
released in 1986 this comic has 
popped up again in bookstores due 



Why would a college student be 
interested in a comic when there arc 
so many other literary forms and 
topics available? ". . .Probably the 
finest piece of comic art ever to be 
published in a popular edition. . ." 
Stephen King, is one reason to take 
note of this comic book. Another is 
the writing and twisted yet enjoyable 
story line. One example being the 
Joker feeding poisoned cotton candy 



to a troop of boy scouts. Something 
that would never have been wit- 
nessed on the campy Batman TV. 
scries of the 1960's. 

The Dark Knight Returns is a 
revisionist, 200 page, pop epic about 
Batman's middle-aged return from a 
brooding retirement. The scries takes 
place sometime early in the next 
century, but it revives the violent 
film noir lone of the 1940's. 

"Dark Knight" creator, Frank 
Miller (not to be mistaken for the 
creator of Batman - Bob Kane), 
began shaking up the insular, inbred 
world of comics in 1979 when, at the 
age of 22, he moved to Manhattan 
from Vermont to take over the draw- 
ing chores on Marvel comics long- 
running "Daredevil" scries. Though 
he looked back to such comic artist 
idols as Will Eisner, creator of the 
Spirit, his style was immediately dis- 
tinctive. He sliced the page into thin 
slivers, shattered it, threw thick 
shadows across it at extreme, expres- 
sionist angle* "This is nol illustra- 
tion," Miller asserts in a recent inter- 
view of his boldly stylized approach 
to the medium. "This is cartooning." 

When Miller look over the writ- 
ing of "Daredevil" a year later, he 
brought the storytelling into even 
tighter congruence with his drawing, 
spinning intense undcrbclly-of-the- 
city yarns full of mixed motives, 



petty thugs, seductive female assas- 
sins, and bands of marauding Ninja. 
He left Marval Comics in 1983, 
jumping over to the company's chief 
rival, D C Comics, to create the six- 
part "Ronin ", a futuristic exploration 
of his favorite Japanese martial-arts 
molifs. 

Though Miller is again dabbling 
with the "Daredevil" series it was his 
Dark Knight Returns four-part 
miniserics that made him popular. 
The books have now been bound 
into one volume. Miller's violent 
approach to the Batman reanimates 
the Caped Crusader as a killer, a vig- 
ilante, a figure of controversy hunted 
by the authorities, and a stalking 
beast of the urban jungle. Now in 
middle age, Bruce Wayne's alter ego 
won l leave him in peace. "In my 
gut," says Bruce, "The creature 
writhes and snarls and tells mc what 
I need." 

The "Dark Knight" paints a really 
grim portrait of how the world 
works. One of the reasons that 
comics aren't doing as well as they 
use to is that the characters are com- 
pletely out of date, particularly in 
social and political terms. We live in 
rather frightening times, yet these 
super hero comics give a benevolent 
picture of the world. That was until 
Miller's comic emerged. 



If Bruce Wayne is 50 years old, 
"Dark Knight" must be a futuristic 
story? Actually it isn't, though tech- 
nically it has to be set in the future 
because the story ignores the current 
Batman continuity. The character of 
the United States President is not a 
very carefully disguised parody of 
Ronald Reagan. One of the main 
themes is that we live in an aheroic 
age. Batman being out of place is an 
important part of the story. 
Everything he docs is illegal, he's up 
against authority. It all culminates 
with Batman having to fight 
Superman, who is also in his 50's but 
due to his crypton aging process 
looks 25. Batman isn't a reactionary, 
he's a radical. The only conservative 
character in the book is Superman, 
who takes his orders directly from 
the President and helps track down 
welfare violators. 

As odd as this whole comic book 
seems, it makes for a very enjoyable 
time to read. Whether you arc a 
Batman nostalgia-nut or have never 
picked up a comic book before, the 
Dark Knight Returns proves to be a 
welcomed surprise to the Batman 
character.

Department of Education's Fund loi 
the Improvement of Postsecond ai j 
Education. 

Phase I of die project took place 
Nov. 4-7, when the 24 participants 
attended a four-day seminar in 
Winston-Salem on teacher training 
methods. Leading foreign language 



educators will discuss language 
acquisition and child development. 

In subsequent phases of the pro- 
ject, Mrs. Porter and other teacher 
educators will: observe elementary 
foreign language teachers in their 
classrooms, co-lcach with elemen- 
tary language teachers, and collabo- 
rate widi experienced teachers in the 
development of a "model" curricu- 
lum for training elementary school 
foreign language teachers. 

Current plans call lor the project 
to be repeated alter 1992 with a sec- 
ond gioup ol North Carolina teacher 
training institutions. The teacher 
education curriculum and training 
model developed over the next 30 
months will be made available to all 
inteicstcd school districts by the 
Centet for Applied Linguistics and 
the N.C. Department of Public 
Instruction. 



Homeless Cry Out

An old "bag lady" pushing her 
possessions around in a shopping 
cart; a middle aged drunkard slouch- 
ing in an alley, covering himself with 
old newspapers; a young child 
forced into crime to support his 
poverty stricken family. These 
scenes arc part of everyday life, yet 
society often chooses to ignore the 
situation. These people arc among 
the many that once had a productive 
life until unfortunate circumstances 
shattered dicir dreams and hopes for 
a future. 

Severe budget cuts during the 
Reagan Administration, coupled 
with an astounding level of corrup- 
tion within the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, 
resulted in funds intended for hous- 
ing projects for the homeless to be 
misspent. Due to government misap- 
propriations, the current plight of the 
homeless has set back millions of 
needy people. The former adminis- 
tration was out of touch with human 
needs. It will take decades to unravel 
the damages until the time when 
there will be fewer homeless and 
more children with food on their 
plates. 

Initiated through the Methodist 
College Chaplain's Office, Director 
of Counseling and Careers 
Placement, Kalhy Wollz, along with 
several concerned students attended 
the homeless demonstration al the 
mall in front of die Capitol building 
in Washington, D.C. on Oct. 7, 1989. 
Experiencing this event has left the 
group with an incentive to under- 
stand the predicament of our nation's 
homeless, and to take the initiative to 
help them. 

An estimated 4(K),(XX) demonstra- 
tors from as far away as California, 
and from major groups and organiza- 
tions gathered in unity: to hold hands 
at the opening ceremony; to march 
around the Capitol streets; and to lis- 
ten to a host of guest speakers, 
whom included Jesse Jackson, 



Lorctta Scott King, Linda Evans, 
Michael Jackson and other known 
celebrities, the governor of Ohio and 
a group of homeless individuals who 
walked from New York. "Once you 
have been a part of this sort of 
thing, you'll come out with a differ- 
ent feeling towards your fellow 
beings," slated Ms. Woltz. "We arc 
our brothers and sisters keepers; God 
gave us everything and we arc 
destroying it bit by bit." An over- 
whelming emotional support voiced 
from the crowd was directed towards 
legislation to change the priorities of 
this country to take care of those in 
America's own backyard. 

One individual al the rally who 
lost his job and home, felt the 
answer was not to have more shel- 
ters and handouts, but instead, to 
provide a home and a chance to 
become independent. The most 
afflicted among the homeless are 



children. The lack ol a steady home 
and an education makes their luture 
look grim; to survive they turn to 
crime. Their parents, if diey arc for- 
tunate enough to have any, may be 
handicapped, unemployed, and have 
no medical insurance, nor quaHfku 
Uons to receive welfare 

Being homeless and stricken with 
poverty is an issue that does not 
afflict an individual until an unfortu- 
nate incident or event has caused the 
individual to lose everything, includ- 
ing their health. Being the giver and 
not expecting to receive more than a 
smile has its rewards. If you would 
like to volunteer your time to help 
the needy this winter, come and par- 
ticipate in chopping firewood on 
Dec. 2, 1989 The wood will be 
given to the Urban Ministry for dis- 
tribution. More information on this 
event can be obtained through the 
Student Affairs Office.

Traditions Of 
Volksmarshing

The true origin of the sport volks- 
marching is unknown. Its roots some 
say, can be traced back to wander- 
ings of early Germanic tribes of the 
eighth century, when the Franks, 
Saxons, Bavarians and Swabians 
migrated throughout Northern 
Europe. Its practical beginnings orig- 
inated during the start of Germany's 
Third Reich, when Reichsjugend- 
fuchrcr Raldur Von Schirach initiat- 
ed the Volks Marsch (People's 
March), one of many sport programs 
designed to improve the health and 
stamina of Germans of all ages. 

Volksmarching quickly grew in 
popularity for its tics to health and 
nature, it brought communities from 
previously isolated "Docrfcr" togeth- 
er. The spirit of brotherhood aided in 
drawing Germany together as one 



World War II brought an early 
demise to all sports activities. Not 
until reconstruction of post-war 
Germany was volksmarching rcinsu- 
luicd by the Dcutscher Sportbund, 
DSB (the German Sports Federation) 
in an effort to raise the morale and 
health of the war survivors. 

Today volksmarching has spread 
in popularity throughout the 
Germanic stales, where an estimated 
two million people participate in the 
spori regularly. Recently, volks- 
marching was introduced to the US 
and is spreading in popularity among 
civil and community organizations 
as a way to meet olher people while 
benefiting from fresh air and low- 
impact exercise. 

Traditionally, a volksmarching 
event is begun in the early morning 
hours of a weekend. Participants 
dress in a walking uniform com- 
prised of sturdy "Klcllcrschuhc" 
(hiking boots), "Knicstrucmpfc" 
(knee-high wool socks), "Knicker- 
bocker'' (knickers), a shirt of varied 
thickness, depending on the tempera- 
ture outside, and sometimes a wool 
felt hal used by German woodsmen. 
The volksmarchcrs also have with 
them a "Wandcrstick" (walking 
staff), and a small "Rucksack" 
(Knapsack) with bread and cheese or 
small snacks to cat along the way. 

Participants usually start in the 
town square. They arc shown the 
route of the march, and given a map 



with a sendolf drink, which varies 
depending on your age, preference, 
and outside temperature. In larger 
towns, bands play festive songs to 
the departing group. An official of 
Ihc town usually begins the march, 
which normally leads to another 
nearby town but often completes a 
circuitous route to finish where they 
began. Within minutes after the start, 
participants arc scattered along the 
street, sometimes alone, and at other 
times as couples, families or groups 
of friends. 

The concept of the volksmarch is 
to enjoy the day and to experience a 
closeness with nature and fellow 
marchers. The activity is meant to be 
physical, but not overly exerting. 
Several stops have been designed 
along the route to offer the volks- 
marchcrs a cool drink and perhaps a 
small bite. In the state of Bavaria, 
southern Germany, marchers pause 
every five kilometers to enjoy a local 
beer and a plate of Bratwurst. The 
course of the march is varied in 
length, allowing participants of dif- 
ferent ages and fitness levels to com- 
plete a course within ihcir own limi- 
tations. Volksmarching routes arc 
broken down into five, ten, and fif- 
teen kilometer segments. 

Ending the volksmarch, a prize is 
awarded to each participant. Prizes 
arc in the form of a decorative plate, 
mug, medal, or pin, which has the 
name, date and length of the volks- 
march. Veteran volksmarchcrs have 
a wide variety of these awards, many 
of them displayed from previous 
events on their hats or jackets. Once 
these prizes have been awarded, the 
participants normally sit down to a 
hearty lunch followed by song and 
dance. 

Volksmarching is an activity 
which is wholesome, inexpensive 
and enjoyable for people of all ages. 
The sport doesn't need to coincide 
with a festival or holiday. It can be 
organized any time of the year, and 
is good for you. It improves your 
cardiovascular system and increases 
your stamina, while having a safe, 
low- impact workout. 

With a health-conscious public, 
the sport of volksmarching grows in 
popularity everyday, and will soon 
become a favorite pastime for 
Americans too. 
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This year Methodist College is 
doing their part by chopping wood 
for those people who need it to heat 
their homes during the winter 
months. The college is donating a 
section of trees to be cut down pro 
fcssionally and then the students arc 
asked to come and help chop it up 
into usable firewood. This act of 
charily, which began with Student 
Affairs, has since spread all over 
campus and has been Liken up by (lie 
organizations here. It will lake place 
after we return from Thanksgiving 
break on December die 2nd. Anyone 
interested in pariicipaling should

Selections 
included ' Bless I his House, The 
Lord's Prayer," "Jesus loves Mc," 



and How Great Thou Art." 

Throughout the 60's the lower had 
its problems. A reel-to reel tape 
player controlled from the library 
would jam, and hymns would play 
continually as the system would not 
shut oil. In 1974 the system broke 
down for good. At that lime, the 
school was short on funds so a used 
system was installed. This system 
could chime, but could not play 
hymns. 

In 1986 the lower was struck by 
lightning. It took ten months to fix 
Then, in June 1988, the entire sys 
tein quit and it had to be turned oil 
Since ihen the tower has not been 
repaired.

Cadets Experience Bivouac

What's a bivouac? Thai's the same 
question many ol the junior year 
ROTC cadets were asking them 
selves on the weekend of the 
eleventh and twelfth, By definition, a 
bivouac is a temporary encampment 
made by soldiers in ihc field. The 
cadets not only spent the weekend 
camping in the field, but also com- 
pleted two rigorous days of training. 
The training is designed to prepare 
cadets to attend six weeks of 
Advanced Camp al Ft. Bragg next 
summer. The two day operation, 
"Audic Murphy", began Saturday 
morning with the cadets receiving 
classes on tactical operations. During 
the exercises a randomly selected 
cadel was placed in charge of a fif- 
teen person squad and tasked with 
the execution of an assigned task. 
Imagine that you're in charge of a 
squad and are just moving through 
the woods, when all of a sudden the 
ground starts exploding all around 
you... What would you do? If you 
want to know the answer, ask a 
cadet. He or she would know what to 
do to handle a scenario like that. 

Saturday afternoon and evening 
the cadets received instruction on 
how to maneuver through the woods 
at night without being detected and 
afterwards attempted to do so. One 
group of cadets had to go out and 
secretly conduct a reconnaissance on 
a cache of Twix candy bars. They 
were instructed to carry them during 
the rest of the patrol operation. Only 
one cadet failed this portion of the 
mission when he gave in to tempta- 
tion and devoured his Twix bar. 

After bivouacing Saturday night. 



the cadets awoke early Sunday 
morning and traveled to the rifle 
ranges on I t. Bragg where they 
received instruction en the firing of 
ihc M16-A1 rifle. The cadets then 
qualified with their weapons. In 
order to qualify with die weapon, a 
cadet must engage and hit a mini- 
mum of 23 out of 40 targets present- 
ed. The targets range in distance 
from 50 to 300 meters. 

Alter lunch on Sunday the cadets 
traveled to the land navigation uain- 



uig site. Using a map, compass and 
their pace count, cadets were 
required to locate and record prede- 
termined points in the woods. 

Overall the exercise was a great 
training experience for all the cadeLs. 
When asked what she thought of the 
weekend, Cadel Michcle Mitchell 
replied, "1 was lired and physically 
challenged, but I really had a lot ol 
fun and learned a lot." I'm sure that 
diis sentiment is true for many of the 
cadets.

Business Activity Increases

Business activity in North 
Carolina increased 0.2 percent in the 
third quarter of 1989, according to 
the First Wachovia North Carolina 
Business Index. Over the past year 
the index has risen 1 .9 percent. 

Three of the index's four compo- 
nents improved during the quarter. 
Non-agricultural employment was 
up 0.2 percent. The average manu- 
facturing workweek increased slight- 
ly to 40.7 hours. Initial claims for 
unemployment benefits were down 
4.4 percent. The value of building 
permits, which reflect construction 
plans, declined 5.7 percent. 

Nationally, non-agricultural 
employment was up lo 0.5 percent 
for the quarter. Over the past year 
non-agricultural employment has 
grown 1.9 percent in the state and 
2.3 percent in the nation. 

North Carolina manufacturing 
employment was off 0. 1 percent for 
the quarter. Employment was higher 
in the furniture, chemical, textile, 
non-electrical machinery and food 
processing sectors. Lower employ- 
ment was reported in apparel, elec- 
trical machinery and lumber. 

Non-manufacturing employment 
in the state increased 0.3 percent 
during the quarter. Higher employ- 
ment was reported in wholesale and 



retail trade, government and ser- 
vices. Employment in construction 
was stable. 

North Carolina's seasonally 
adjusted unemployment rate for the 
quarter was 3.7 percent, down 0.2 
percentage point from the previous 
quarter. The national rate was 5.2 
percent, down 0.1 percentage point 



from the previous quarter. 

The First Wachovia North 
Carolina Business Index measures 
the suite's economic activity quarter- 
ly. Using 1976 as a base of 100, it 
reflects indicators of the slate's econ- 
omy. Data arc adjusted U) smooth the 
effects of historical seasonal fluctua- 
tions and other statistical aberrations.
